He was 
martyr'd in Greece, where he was hang'd on an Olive 
Tree in the 8oth Yearof hi- Age, He wrote his Goſ- 
pel and the Ads o! the Apoſtles ; both which are writ 
with {> much Fxiftneſs and Accuracy, Politene ſs and 
Elegaucy, that ſhew he had a preax* Share in the rarive 
Genius of Avri9ch, his Birth-place. He was (like a 
true Hiſtorian) fait ful in his Relations, and elegant 
in his Writings, ge.

I. f99n, Keane and Apottle, was about 26 
\ I Years old when he was called to the Apoſtlefhip, 
Chriſt had a greater Reſpect for him than he had for any 
of the reſt of the Apoſtles, and therefore he is call'd, 
The Beloved Diſciple. Some ſay he founded all the 
(;hurches in Aida. About the Year 99, in the Reign 
of bẽ Emperor Domitian, he was accus'd as a Diſturber 
of the Empire, for which he was put into a Cauldron 
„f bo:ling Oil, butit had no Power to do him any 
Harm. He was then baniſh'd to dig Mines. He 
wrote his Goſpel and his Revelation, and died at 
Epheijus, aged 99, St. 
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T. Peter was a Fiſherman, and lived at Hethſuida, 
"till he married, and then remov'd to his Wiie's 
Mott er's at Capernaum, and there he and his Brother 
Andrew ſollow'd the Fiſhing Trade. He was a zealous 
Preacher of the Goſpel, for one of his Sermor.s converted 
3000 Souls. He was call'd to his Martyrdom in the 
Reign of Nero, who caus'd him to be firit ſcourg'd, and 
then adjudg'd him to be crucified. This holy Apoſtle, 
left he hould ſeem to effect an equal Glory wit his Lord, 
begg'd he might be crucified with his Head downward, 
which was done in the Year 66. His Body was buried in 
the Vatican at Rome, and his Tomb was honvuured vy elt. 
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9 1. Fames the Great was a hiſherman. He preach'd 
the Goſpel in Fudea, for which K. Herod beheaded 
bim. He was the firſt Apoſtle that ſuffer'd Martyrdom ; 
and the Perſorrthac accuſed him, ſeeing his ſtedfaſt Zeal 
tor the Goſpel, begg'd his Pardon, became a Chriſtian, 
and was executed with him. St. Fames was a ſingle 
Man; he never bathed, eat no Fleſh or Fiſh, and wore 
"ny one fingle Coat, and a Linen Cloak. He was in- 
terred at Feriſalem about 9 Years after the Death of 
Chriſt, But Divine Vengeance ſoon purtued Herod, for 
be was tmitten with an incurable Diſtemper, and de-

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T. Thomas preach'd the Goſpel in Pera. Aſter our 

Saviour's Reſurrection and Appearance to the A- 
poſtles, Thomas not being with them, was doubtful, and 
thought it was ſome Phantaſm, or Form in his Shape, 


Days after appeared again to his Diſciples, when Thomas 
was with them, and bid him reach out his Hand and pue 
it into his Side, &c. which fo fully convinc'd him, that 
he cry'd out, My Lord, &c. He was martyr'd in India, 
in the Year 66, being fix'd to a Croſs, and run through 
with a Spear. His Body continued many Years in Indza, 
and was at laſt removed from thence to Zde/a. Le. 


Jeſus knowing the Weakneſs of Thomas, about eight 
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J uae was the don v1 WHIary, Silter of the Holy 

Virgen. He was a married Man, and had Children. 
He was ſhot to Death with Arrows, He had two Grand. 
Children that profeſſed Chriſtianity: They had 32 Acres 
of Land, and maintained their Families by tilling it 
themſelves. The Church honour'd theſe Men, and eſ- 
teemed them as the Kindred of Chriſt and the Martyrs. 
They were alſo made B ſhops of Churches, and looked 
upon as Heads of that Spiritual Body. They ſaw Sr, 
Simon marthered in the Year 109. St. Fade liv'd 'till 


about the Year 62, a little after the Deſtruction of Fe e 
ruſalem. He wrote the Epiſtle that bears his Name. ee 
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VT. Paul was a Ferv, born two Years after Chriſt, he 
i} was educated in the moſt exact Knowledge of the 
Iaw of Miſes, He was a Tent Maker, znd naturally 
of a very ho: Temper. He was a vehement Blaſphemer 
and Perlecutor of the Chriſtians, and an Abettor of St, 
Srephen's Martyrdom ; but as he was going in the Year 
24 with | etters full of Fury to Damaſcus, he was convert- 
ed by a glorious dazzling Light and Voice from Heaven, 
which ſtruck him ſo blind, that he was led to Damaſcus. 
u here, after praying 3 Days, without eating or drinking, 
te received his Sight, and aſſerted, that Jeſus was rde 
Cri, He was beheaded, He wrote 13 Epiſtles, 


T. Philip was born at Bat hſaida, was a married Man 

and had ſeveral Daughters, and tho? the Cares of a 
Family engag'd him. upon worldly Affairs, yet his chief 
Care was for his Soul. He was a conſtant Reader of the 
Law and Prophets, by which Means he ſoon had a 
Knowledge of Chriſt. He was made an Apoſtle in the 
Year 31, when Jeſus choſe 12 Perſons out of the Num- 
ber of his Diſciples to be Preachers of the Goſpel, He 
converted Nazh intel before Time could hardly diſcover 
his own Converſion. He was firſt crucified, and then 
barbarouſly ſtoned to Death at a Place called Hierapolis 
in Ala, in the Syth Year of his Age. 8, 
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over with Paleneſs by bis Faſting. He ſuffer'd Martyr - 
dom in the Year 62, having been Bp. of Feruſalem 28 
Years. He was buried near the Temple, and a Monu- 
ment was ſet on his Grave, He wrote his Epiſtle. 
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Faith. He uſed frequently to ſay, That wwe org be to 
mortify and (uhdue the Flelb, by granting it nothing 70 
gratify its ſenſual Defires ; and on the contrary, that 
we ould nouriſh and fortify our Souls with Faith 
and Divine Love.
